orhers did : who, ſince they urge 
their merit , (leſt we ſhould 
ſcem to grant them nothing) ler 
us accord them this, that they 
were the firk Authors of the 
change of Government, tis true, 
_ but 


bur not of this, nor that, they 
being ever Encmies of the pre- 
{cnt Government, and as they 
were formerly of the K1ngaom, 
{o will they be now of the Com- 
moareal:b,unleſle they may have 
the Goterimmezt of it themielves, 
as they ſufficiently declare by 
thar exception, and clauſe of 
theirs, (in the end ot their ſe- 


cond petition ) That whilſt they . 


are for God, (that 1s, for them, ac- 
cording to their own Interpre- 
tation) they will lire and dye with 
them, (and not otherwilc;) a re- 
reſtriction, which had ir iflued 
from the pen of any Papift, or 
Proteſtant , they had been pre- 
{ently exclaim'd againſt, for 
Mal»gnats, Seditions, and Trai- 
tors to the Commonwealth: bur 
thele men are the dear Saints of 
Chrift, and may lay and do any 
thing.

To proceed then, after, in the 
end of their 4th Petition, they 
infinuate their deſire, That z0ze 
ſhould be aduanc'd to ary place of 
Truf, either 17 the Army,or Com- 
moawealth,burt fuch as ſhowld be e- 
commended b: the Certificat of ſome 
five or ſix of them,that fo thin;s(as 
they ſay )may be carryed 072 more by 
the publique ſpirit of the Satnts,thas 
the privat ſpirit of any whatſoever ;, 
(bold words, and glancing art 
thoſe in Authority, and in dero- 
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gation of all beſides but them- 
telves. ) 

This publick ſpirit w® they like 
{o much in their Saints,they ap- 
prove not {o much in their wo- 
men (as it ſeems) wacn in their 
7th they urge the Amendment 
of the AF of Adultery; wherc- 
as the former had gone as far as 
they could in Law before, to 
hang th:m up, on the Teſtimo- 
ny of two Witneſſes, theſe would 
go farther yer, and hang them 
up, without any w:tzeſſe at all; 
and then what a ſhower of Halte;s 
ſhould we have raining down 
upon our heads, when our very 
Sexes ſhould be our crimes, 
which, but with our beings, we 
cculd not depart withall > 

And whither with this ſeverzcy 
of theirs, would they drive this 
Vice at laſt, bur more and more

ples hoxeftzes ;/ it being more the

keep-them tonet?; and to take 
off the bridic irom nos conſce- 
ences, and afterwards expedt to 
conſtrain them to be T77tuom, 15 
juſt like him, who ſhould take 
the tr:idle off his Horle, and at- 
ecrwards by ſwitchizg expedt to 
manage him as he pleaſed. 


Beſides, the ſetting fo high a
